inform a public which is entitled to know 
what is going on in court, that newspaper 
reporters are concerned, not with the a f­ 
fairs of individual litigants, or defendants, 
blit with the salient features of the cases 
on trial.

A lady wants to know if Dablias 
will mix if planted close together. 
They would if y ou allowed them to 
go to seed*, and then y ou reproduc­ 
ed them by seeding. The Dahlia is 
more 
commonly 
reproduced 
by 
planting the tubers or roots; or top 
cuttings can be made and rooted in 
A Dahlia can be put in five or. six 
inches of soil in February and top 
cutting can be made and rooted in 
sand. 
There is no danger of the 
Dahlias mixing at all, when they 
reproduced by the root sy stem or 
the cuttifags. 
They will inix. how­ 
ever, if they are allowed to go to 
seed, in fact, that is the way the 
newer varieties are produced, but 
the party who does it is very care­ 
ful to screen the flowers from in­ 
sects.

Today th ese grounds are 
graded, surfaced, p rovided with ten­ 
nis courts, all-weath er p lay ground 
sp ace, and surrounded with a track.
